W.E. BARD’S DEATH 


It Occurred a t 10 :3 0 O’clo ck 
This Fo reno o n. 


A PIO N E EE OF SE D A LIA. 


One of theTrairie Queen’s Very Best 
Citizens, Whose Demise Will 
Be Sincerely Mourned. 


W illiam E . Bard, sr., one of the 


pioneer merchants of Sedalia, he 


having been in business here con­ 


tinuously for forty years, died at 


his home, 410 East Fourth street, 


at 10 130 o ’clock this forenoon, of 


a complication of diseases, aged 60 


years. 


N o man who ever lived in Seda­ 


lia was held in higher esteem than 


Mr. Bard, and in his demise the

B a r d & Co. 


Later, Mr. Bard entered into a 


copartnership with Dr. R . T . Mil­ 


ler, and for twenty years the firm 


was Bard & Miller. 
Subsequently 


it became W . E. Bard & Son. 


For thirty-four years Mr. Bard 


had been a Mason, and at the time 


of his death he was treasurer of the 


two local lodges. 


In the earlier davs he held minor 


offices, but of late years he had 


positively 
refused 
to accept any 


kind of an office, notwithstanding 


his party (republican) 
frequently 


importuned him to become a can­ 


didate 
for 
mayor 
or 
presiding 


judge of the county court.

The bout was a fast one almost 
from the time the men put up their 
hands. 
Goddard was nerv ous at 
the opening, and, therefore,fought 
wildly . 
Sharkey , on the contrary , 
was cool and determined, 
and, 
after the first round, he sailed in, 
and the defeat of the 
“ barrier 
champion” was only a matter of 
time.

knocked out in the third round. 
The bell sav ed him then, but there 
is little doubt that he would hav e 
been put to sleep only for his sec­ 
onds’ action in the fourth and last 
round.
